One  hundred  fifty  years  ago  the  town  of  Perrinton  was  created  by  act  of 
of  the  New  York  State  Legislature.  The  newly  created  town  was  wilderness 
and  the  uncharted  frontier  lay  westward.  The  early  Perrintonite  saw  a  job  to 
be  done  and  he  soon  experienced  the  "smell  of  victory  as  a  wilderness  re¬ 
treated  with  each  stroke  of  his  axe  and  each  furrow  of  his  plow.  Hard  muscle 
and  perseverance  subdued  a  wilderness;  yet,  conquest  was  not  complete  for  in 
defeating  a  natural  wilderness  a  human  wilderness  was  created. 

Modern  Perinton  finds  itself  heir  to  a  mixed  legacy.  The  fruit  won  by 
pioneer  conquest  of  the  natural  wilderness  is  abundant  and  enjoyed  by  all. 
Still  the  burden  of  the  human  wilderness,  inevitable  and  unwittingly  introduced 
by  these  same  pioneer  benefactors,  is  suffered  and  shared  by  each  citizen.  The 
human  wilderness  —  a  labyrinth  of  conflicting  emotion,  personal  difference, 
and  competing  self-interest  that  frustrates  community  progress  and  foments 
personal  fueds  —  confronts  today's  F?erintonite  and  demands  even  greater 
strength  and  perseverance  than  that  required  to  tame  a  natural  wilderness. 
Intellectual  strength  must  complement  physical  endurance.  Any  progress  made 
will  lack  any  immediate  tangible  sign  of  success  thus  necessitating  infinitely 
more  perseverance  and  patience  than  that  extracted  from  our  prdecessors.  Per¬ 
haps  the  greatest  test  for  those  who  seek  release  from  the  human  wilderness  is 
that  the  strategic  objective  will  not  be  an  unconditional  surrender.  Conquest 
of  the  human  spirit,  even  external  control  of  that  spirit,  is  a  remedy  more 
harmful  than  the  ailment  itself.  The  ultimate  target  must  be  individual  respons¬ 
ibility  and  community  understanding. 

On  the  occasion  of  this  sesquicentennial  year  it  is  fitting  that  modern 
Perinton  accept  the  heritage  of  the  past  one  hundred  fifty  years,  part  of  which 
is  the  courage  of  its  pioneers  to  combat  the  wilderness,  be  it  the  wilderness  of 
nature  or  of  man.

Perinton  Through  The  Years 

by  Harry  Watts,  Jr. 


A  temptation  in  reviewing  history  is  to  parrot  dates,  landmark  facts 
and,  in  general,  present  data  that  traditionally  has  repelled  schoolboys  since 
Harvard  College  was  founded. 

The  intent  here  is  to  have  you  share  some  of  the  experiences  of  the  peo¬ 
ple  whose  story  is  Perinton’s  history. 

At  the  risk  of  unnerving  some  psychologist,  basic  human  emotions 
haven’t  really  changed  since  the  earliest  settlers  of  Perinton  had  their  first 
backyard  cook-out  around  I  790.  By  merely  turning  your  mind  counter 
clockwise,  you  can  imagine  a  young  married  couple.  Glover  and  Johanna 
Perrin,  cooking  over  an  outdoor  fire. 

"Those  look  like  frogs  legs,  Jo.” 

“They  are  but  they  taste  like  chicken.’ 

“Don’t  tell  the  kids.  They’ll  never  know.” 

It  has  been  written,  of  Johanna,  that  “she  never  knew  when  the  shadow 
of  an  Indian  would  fall  across  the  room  or  several  appear  and  eat  the  food 
which  she  had  with  difficulty  prepared."  Is,  this  unlike  any  given  noon  hour 
when  crew-cutted,  hair  ribboned  tiny  folk  in  shorts  magically  appear  in  the 
kitchen? 


Early  Days 

The  Town  of  Perinton  has  a  uniqueness  that  can  be  traced  to  the  days 
when  land  owners  knifed  up  the  territory  into  oddly  shaped  town-ships. 
Perinton  is  almost  a  perfect  square,  giving  one  a  rather  uneasy  feeling  about 
our  pioneer  settler. 

It  should  be  noted  that  Glover  Perrin  worked  hard.  Between  1  796 
and  1 802,  he  held,  at  various  times,  every  important  office  in  the  town. 
He  was  overseer  of  the  poor,  assessor,  school  commissioner,  constable.  Sab¬ 
bath  Day  Master,  Commissioner  of  Highways,  pound  keeper  and  fence  viewer. 
Somehow,  looking  at  it  today,  the  first  two  jobs  have  a  great  deal  in  common. 

It  was  on  May  26,  1812,  that  the  Town  of  Perinton  was  officially  es¬ 
tablished,  an  outgrowth  of  the  Townships  of  Northfield  and  Boyle. 

That  was  also  when  the  United  States  took  exception  to  British  knock¬ 
ing  over  our  ships  in  the  Atlantic  and  declared  war.  Perinton.  in  the  year 
of  its  founding,  had  1 6  participants  in  the  struggle. 
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Soldiering  was  difficult  in  those  days.  It  must  have  been  bad  enou-h 
to  fight  the  Battle  of  New  Orleans  and  then  learn  the  war  had  been  over  for 
wee.ks-  But  ^en  imagine  turning  to  your  buddy  and  saying. 
How  II  we  get  back  to  Perinlon?"  "Same  way  we  got  here.  Walk.” 

Records  show  that  at  the  time  Perinton  was  established.  Rochester  was 
mst  being  settled  Midtown  in  those  days  consisted  of  a  log  cabin,  15  shop¬ 
pers  and  a  couple  of  Iroquois  hawking  beads. 

By  contrast.  Egypt.  Perinton's  First  village  (1806)  was  thriving  with 
a  stage  depot,  two  stores,  two  mills,  three  taverns,  a  tannery,  a  foundry,  post 
office,  and  a  smith  and  wagon  shop.

The  Town  continued  to  grow'  but  all  was  not  sweetness  and  light.  Crim¬ 
inal  elements  were  detected  at  vv’ork. 

To  forestall  increasing  activity  the  PSDAHT  w’as  organized  in  1838 
and  it  carried  out  its  duties  long  after  Fairport  became  a  village. 

The  Perinton  Society  for  the  Detection  and  Apprehension  of  Horse 
Thieves  was  a  busy  outfit  because  of  a  great  and  steady  demand  for  horses 
<>n  the  canal. 

Under  harsh  treatment  and  hard  work,  canal  horses  wore  out  quickly. 
Just  try  pulling  a  packet  boat  from  Albany  to  Buffalo.  Why,  it  s  enough  to 
make  any  intelligent  horse  run  away  and  race  under  an  assumed  name  at 
Saratoga.  The  load’s  lighter,  hours  better  and  there  s  only  a  mile  to  cover. 

The  cattle  business  flourished  and  was  profitable  here  long  before  Gil 
lavor.  Rowdy  and  Wishbone  hustled  Longhorns  in  Texas  cattle  drives.  One 
of  th  is  area’s  leading  cattlemen  was  Milton  Budlong  who  arrived  in  Perinton 
in  1840. 

Where  there  are  cattle  and  horses,  there  must  be  medicine  men  with 
remedies  capable  of  curing  sick  animals.  With  this  in  mind.  Doc  Weare 
established  a  factory  on  the  south  side  of  the  canal  to  manufacture  medicines 
for  h  orses  and  cattle.  It  was  rumored  some  barrels  of  this  product  might 
have  found  their  way  to  the  Pritchard-Cragg  Tavern. 

The  intensity  of  development  was  ihcreased  in  1853  when  the  New  York 
Central  laid  track  through  Perinton  and  Fairport. 

For  some  thirty  years  the  Canal  had  been  the  exclusive  shipper  of  grain, 
apples  and  potatoes,  with  New  York  buyers  coming  to  town  each  fall  and 
spring  to  make  deals  and  breathe  fresh  air.  The  railroad  divided  business 
with  the  canal  for  awhile  but  gradually  gained  control  of  most  of  the  shipping 
business.  A  good  iron  horse  can  outrun  a  mule  any  day. 

Industrial  Development 

Important  industry  came  to  Fairport  in  185  2  when  D.  B.  DeLand 
founded  a  firm  which  gained  immediate  and  continuous  success.  The  firm 
was  DeLand  &  Co..  Fairport  Chemical  Works.  Its  products  were  soda, 
saleratus.  baking  powder  and  sal  soda. 

The  business  expanded  rapidly  with  merchandise  sold  in  most  of  the 
States  and  territories  in  the  West  and  South. 

The  firm  even  owned  and  operated  the  village  electric  plant  and  today 
wouldn  t  the  U.  S.  Justice  Department  have  fun  with  that  tie-in. 

Everything  was  going  along  fine  for  the  DeLands  when  the  whole  works 
burned  to  the  ground.  It  was  all  rebuilt  that  same  year. 

After  the  fire,  the  villagers  decided  the  water  supply  from  Thomas 
C reek  and  the  Canal  was  inadequate.  The  standpipe  on  Summit  St.  filled 
with  water  from  artesian  wells  on  John  St.,  supplied  water  from  then  on.

By  mid-September,  it  had  en¬ 
gaged  in  its  first  battle  at  Antietam.  later  fighting  in  the  Wilderness 
pottsylvania.  Cold  Harbor  and  other  famous  battles.  The  group  or  rather 
its  survivors,  were  mustered  out  June  I.  1865.

There  was  also  that  problem  about  trolley  tracks  with  three  rival  com¬ 
panies  seeking  the  right  of  way  through  Fairport.  The  Old  R.  S.  &  E.  firm 
won  the  rights  and  operated  the  line  from  1906  to  1931.  It  is  reported  that 
fiiofi  fences  were  built  along  the  canal  to  keep  the  cars  from  frightening  the 
mules  on  the  tow  path  and  the  boat  crews  from  frightening  the  passengers 
on  the  trolley. 

And  it  wasn't  until  1906  that  the  Municipal  Plant  provided  24  hour 
electric  service.  Prior  to  that,  electric  power  was  available  from  one  hour 
before  sunset  to  one  hour  after  sunrise.  It  is  believed  this  proved  to  be  of 
great  help  to  air  raid  wardens  during  blackouts  throughout  the  Spanish- 
American  War. 

So  many  events  of  significance  have  occurred  through  the  years,  it  is 
impossible  to  do  justice  on  these  pages  to  them  and  to  the  people  directly 
concerned.

Today  Perinton  is  a  complex  embracing  many  and  diverse  industries, 
residential  areas,  unspoiled  acreage  and  farm  lands. 

The  Town  doesn  t  have  the  usual  identifying  institutions  found  in  other 
communities.  There  is  no  Perinton  post  office,  no  Perinton  School  system, 
no  Perinton  police  force  or  fire  department. 

Yet  all  these  services  are  provided  by  the  villages  in  the  town  or  by 
Monroe  County.  So,  in  essence,  nothing  is  lost  by  Perinton  residents  in 
this  matter  of  identification. 

The  Town  of  Perinton  continues  to  grow  and  prosper  and  hopefully  is 
fulfilling  the  dreams  of  Glover  and  Johanna  Perrin.
